Here and There 


A total of 1,008,672 barrels of 
apples have been shipped to the Eng- 
lish market from Halifax since the 
beginning of the shipping season up 
to February 24. London took 354,715 
barrels and Liverpool and Manches- 
ter came second and third with 267,- 
823 and 172,685 barrels respectively. 


Eighty-four thousand automobiles 
are now being operated by citizens 
of the Province of Quebec equivalent 
to an average upkeep of $300 per year 
each, a total expenditure for main- 
tenance alone of $25,000,000 every 
year, according to figures supplied 
by the Montreal Automobile Trade 
Association.

Market The Broilers 


Now is the time to be selling 
the broilers, It there is a mar- 
ket for these young cockerels 
sce about supplying it. It pays 
better to sell now rather than 
later, all chicks intended for the 
tuble, aud as for breeds such as 
the Leghorn, one cannot afferd 
to keep them until’ fall and 
then sellffor the price of roast- 
ers. , 


If a market is not already 
arranged it would be well te 
see about it at once. Usually 
the broiler market should not 
be too far away. ‘The best 


| plaees to look for customers are 


as follows (uamed in order of 
highest prices): private tamil- 
ies, clubs, high-class hotels, 
suromer hotels, high-class board. 
ing houses, dealers, ete. 


The best timne to sell the broil 
e: is when they weigh from 1 
to 2 pounds each. The earlier 
in the season, the smaller the 
weight that will be taken. and 
the larger the price. 

The mort satisfactory way to 
market is to kill and dress be- 
fre shipment (all but dealers 
require them dressed), but for 
longer distances, and in waim 
weather especially, it sold to 
dealers, they may go alive, 

Before aelling the broilers it 
will pay to give them special 
feediug for {10 to 15 days, In 
experiments conducted at. the 
Dominion Ex perimental Farw, 
Otféawa, 1t was. sow" that a 
geod feed was made up of equal 
parts of corn meal, feed flour 
and middlings. ‘To thie was 
added 15 per cent of tankage 
(or beef scrap), and the whole 
mixed with buttermiik. One 
part of the dry mash to two 
parts of the milk by weight is 
the right propertiov. This 
mixture proved better than 
prepared commercial mixtures 
and fed three times a day to 
broilers weighing at bhe start 
less than 2 ponnds each, gave 1n 
fourteen days an average gain 
of a little over 3-4 pound ata 
cost for feed of less than 5 
cents. At the priee sold (50 
cenbs per pound) there was a 
prefit of 29} cents on the feed- 
ing operation. The feeding in 
ordinary fattening crates gave 
slightly better returns than the 
feeding in pens, and the heavy 
breeds give better returas than 
the light,

‘Geologist Made Important 
Discoveries In West 


Ottawa.—Dr. Donaldson Bogart 
Dowling, 67, explorer and. geolog- 
ist with an international reputa- 
tion and responsible for the dis- 
{ covery of many coal and oil fields 
in Western Canada, died suddenly 
at his home from heart 
trouble. Dr. Dowling entered the 
geological survey of Canada in 
1884., He turned his attention to 
the study of coal. and petroleum 
deposits of Western Canada, and 
was an international authority on 
this subject.

Oltawa.—-The government's — policy 
on Home Bank 1elief will be revealed, 
it is understood, by the introduction in 
| the House of Commons of a resolution 
preliminary to a bill to authorize re- 
lief to the depositors in the defunct 
bank t6 the extent of about $5,500,000. 

It is freely rumored about the Par- 
Nament Buildings that this will be the 
extent of the government's assistance 
to the losers by the bank’s failure, and 
that the sum will be raised in the 
shape of a loan. Added to what the 
government has already advanced in 
temporary relief, and to what it is be- 
lieved the liquidators will be able to 
raise from realizable assets of the 
bank, it is said that the Home Bank 
depositors will eventually receive most 
of the money lost through the failure 
of the bank nearly two years ago. 

The government's policy has not yet 
been officially announced, but the 
matter has been thoroughly discuss- 
ed here, and it is generally believed 
that this will be the government’s con- 
tribution to the relief of the depositors. 

On June 23, 1928, shortly before the 
|Home Bank closed its doors, deposits 
in the bank's books amounted to $19,- 
295,735. Of this amount, $12,087,454 
were in the saying accounts and $7,- 
| 208,281 were commercial’ deposits. 
There were 25 cents on the dollar paid 
on the savings, which left a balahce 
} unpaid of approximately nine million 
| dollars.

Although considerable publi¢-atten- 
tion has recently been directed to the 
policy of the Canadian Government in 
{encouraging British familles of farm 
experience to settle in Canada, not so 
‘much is known of the work being 
| Carried on by the Canadian depart- 
ment of immigration and colonization 
in the United States. Nevertheless 
it is recognized that American farm- 
ers, who have had agricultural experi- 
ence under conditions very similar to 
those which prevail in Canada, are 
among the most desirable classes of 
new settlers, and an aggressive cani- 
paign is being carried on to increase 
the number of farmers coming from 
the United States to Canada. 

For the better promotion of this 
work there has recently been estab- 
Ushed in Ottawa a United States eml- 
gration branch, which is under the 
direction of J. Bruce Walker, an off- 
cial of many years experience in Im- 
migration and colonization work on 
behalf of the Canadian Government. 
The offices of the United States havo 
been entirely reorganized and their 
lefforts very considerably speeded up.

{gy developing in farm practice on the 
prairies, when we are beginning to de- 
sert the old risky annual adventure ot 
straight wheat growing for the safer 
methods of modified summerfallow, 
corn, sunflowers and stock, there is 
nothing of more interest and import- 
ance than the growing of trees on the 
farm, : 

Have you ever stopped to sum up all 
the good things trees will do for the 
prairie farmer? In the first place 
they make his place-noticeable, not a 
person passing, be he neighbor, tour- 
{st, Immigrant or prospective buyer, 
but will see it from oven miles away. 
Trees are the most conspicuous land- 
marks anywhere on the prairie, and 
planted farms always catch tho eye. 
Passersby may miss the condition of 
the soil or the crops or the buildings 
or the fences, but they never fall to 
comment on the plantations they see. 
These make an impression that 49 nev- 
ertorgotten, ‘Irees create an attrac- 
tion and a value you get In no other 
way and one that is most important for 
it must be remembered that it Is not 
you that puts the final value on your 
place, it ls the stranger or the purchas- 
er and as he sees ft, so will stand his 
estimation of your property or your 
district. The farmers’ plantation 1s 
‘a wonderful creator of value. 

‘Then close in you find the trees even 
imore of an advantage than at a dls- 
tance. ‘I'he impression they give of 
| co mfort and substantlality and of the 
| hominess so distinctlve and so dear to 
“| overy family make them an asset of 
which no one can estimate the value. 

{To the farmer himself and his family 
{living there, the benefits are -quite 
{material, for they haye shelter from 
the winds and shade from the sun in 
Summer and the flerce cold blasts of 

winter pass them over. Many a Ume 
|in winter they do not realize it is cold 
‘enough for an overcoat until they get 
; outside thelr own gate and away from 
the shelter of the trees. The coal 
bill is lessened, for the constant steady 
; Stream of cold air has not to be con- 
tended with, which makes a great dif- 
ference in maintaining the tempera- 
ture inside. ‘Then there are the ma- 
terial advantages arising from a good 
garden which tnvarlably follows the 
shelter belt. Abundance of the finest 
kind of vegetables, small fruit and 
even large fruits, for rarely do you 
find a three or four-year-old planta- 
tion that is not sheltering tho first 
beginnings of an orchard. of apples, 
crabs and plum trees. The one in- 
variably follows the other and no suc- 
jcessful fruit growing has yet beon 
recorded from the prairie unless from 
behind the shelter of a tree belt,

Moon Farming 


Survival of Early Belief About Effects 
of Moon on Growth of Plants 

Some time ago the Union printed 
the fact ihat an English sclentist, a 
woman, had proved by long exper!- 
mentation that the moon had a.strong 
influence upon the germination of 
seeds and that the bellef that seeds 
should be planted in the coming of the 
moon rested upon a selentifie basis. 
For decades our farmers have been de- 
vided for their belief in the potency of 
the moon. The end sought could be 
reached by exposing seeds tO moon- 
light before planting, Now we are 
informed that the state of the moon 
governs the destructive chilling and 
the freezing of fruit crops. 

When fruit trees and shrubs blos- 
som in the Hght of the moon, thoy 
Survive any subsequent frosts. But it 
they blossom in the dark of the moon 
the frult does not stand frosts, The 
dark of the moon produces wetness in 
the blossoms, while the light produces 
waxiness and so the subsequent crop 
{s fortified against any but the heave 
lest frost.-Manchester Union,

This will do much 
to relieve the minds of. parents who 
are plonecriag in remote districts and 
whose ordinary hardships are suffl- 
cient price to pay for the new home ff

be deprived of at least the clomentary 
education which Is so necessary to 
their happiness and success in life.
